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NEWS ITEMS AND ANNOUNCEMENTS 


THE MATHEMATICAL SCIENCES EMPLOYMENT REGISTER. The 
following report was submitted to the Board of Governors of the Mathe- 
matical Association of America and of the Council of the American Mathe- 
matical Society at the Ann Arbor summer meetings of 1955, by Professor 
]. Sutherland Frame, Chairman of the Joint Committee on the Employ- 
ment Register (Committee on Employment Opportunities) of the American 
Mathematical Society, the Mathematical Association of America, and 
the Society for Industrial and Applied Mathematics: 

The Committee on Employment Opportunities became officially a 
joint Committee of the AMS and MAA at the Pittsburgh meeting in Decem- 
ber 1954, and the Society for Industrial and Applied Mathematics voted 
at that time to give financial support to the Mathematical Sciences Em- 
ployment Register. 

Listings in the Employment Register increased considerably over 
the first year of operation. Compared with 22 listings in December 1953 
and about 35 in April 1954, there were 120 listings in December 1954 
(S0 academic, 50 government and 20 industry) and 65 listings in April 
1955 (45 academic and 20 in government and industry). In charge of the 
register were J. S. Frame at Laramie, September 1954, Morris Ostrofsky 
at Pittsburgh, December 1954, and W. M. Hirsch at Brooklyn, J. A. Ward 
at Chicago, and H. M. Bacon at Stanford, April 1955. Professor T. R. 
Hollcroft resigned from the committee in March and was replaced by Pro- 
fessor Warren M. Hirsch. 

Several sections of the Mathematical Association borrowed copies 
of previous listings for their meetings in the Winter and Spring of 1955. 
Possibly some consideration should be given to making available an ab- 
breviated dittoed resumé of the listings for distribution to sections of 
the Association or Societies without charge, or to others for a fee. 


AN INTERNATIONAL MATHEMATICAL SYMPOSIUM ON ALGEBRA- 
IC TOPOLOGY AND ITS APPLICATIONS will take place in Mexico 
City throughout August 1956. It will consist of a few brief courses and 
addresses on noteworthy recent contributions. It is hoped that the out- 
standing specialists in the field will be in attendance at the Symposium, 
A number of excursions to the magnificent surroundings of Mexico City 
will take place during the Symposium.

THE 9th INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS FOR APPLIED MECHAN- 
ICS will be held in Brussels in the buildings of the Université Libre 
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from Wednesday, 5 September, to Thursday, 13 September 1956. In cop. 
sultation with the International Committee, it has been decided to organ. 
ize the technical sessions of the Congress in two sections: Section ], 
Fluid dynamics and aerodynamics; Section 2. Mechanics of solids (rig. 
id dymanics, vibrations, elasticity, plasticity). Moreover, several gener. 
al lectures are contemplated on subjects likely to be of interest to men. 
bers of both sections. 

It should be noted that ‘‘Thermodynamics’’ and ‘‘Computational 
Methods’’ as such are not included, although specific applications to 
pertinent problems of one of the two sections mentioned above are ac- 
ceptable subjects for papers to be presented at this congress. 

During the first four days of the Congress, the mornings will be reserved 
for sessions of Section 1 and the afternoons for sessions of Section 2, 
In the second four days Section 2 will meet in the mornings and Section 
1 in the afternoons. This arrangement will provide for adequate time for 
subsection or private meetings and also for attendance at lectures in 
both sections, 


Because of limitations on time, only a certain number of papers, 
chosen for their general interest, will be accepted for presentation be- 
fore the sessions. A period of thirty minutes will be allowed for each of 
these papers. Each period of thirty minutes will be divided into two pe- 
tiods allowing twenty minutes for presentation and ten minutes for dis- 
cussion. Other contributed papers, grouped by subjects, will be present. | 
ed at subsection meetings. A period of fifteen minutes will be allowed 
for each, and a general discussion will take place at the end of every 
subsection meeting. 

Abstracts of contributed papers should be submitted in triplicate to 
the Université Libre de Bruxelles, 50 Avenue F. D. Roosevelt, Brussels, 
Belgium, The abstracts must be received before April 15, 1956. All ab 
stracts will be included in a book of abstracts. This book will be avail: | 
able upon registration at the Congress at a price of 100 F. B. (2 U.S. | 
dollars), The Congress fee will be 200 F. B. (4 U.S. dollars), An extra 
charge of 150 F. B. (3 U.S. dollars) will cover the banquet fee (includ 
ing probably the cost of the excursion on September 10).

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A NEW ELECTRONIC COMPUTER FOR THE AIR RESEARCH AND 
DEVELOPMENT COMMAND. The U. S. Air Force announces “hat a 
large new electronic differential analyzer is being developed by the 
Reeves Instrument Corporation of New York City for the Wright Air De- 
velopment Center at Dayton, Ohio, The machine, which will cost nearly 
a millon dollars, will contain over 400 operational amplifiers, mak- 
ing it the largest single integrated machine of its type. It will be housed 
in a 6000-square-foot room in the Wright Air Development Center’s Aero- 
nautical Research Laboratory. 


A NEW ELECTRONIC DATA PROCESSING CENTER OF THE IN- 
TERNATIONAL BUSINESS MACHINES CORPORATION was opened on 
July 20 on the main floor of the company’s headquarters at the corner of 
Madison Avenue and 57th Street in New York City. The center contains 
a complete lineup of high-speed digital computers and data processing 
equipment. Included are IBM 702, 701, and 650 electronic data process- 
ing machines as well as smaller, medium-sized electronic calculators. 
The facility is available to users on an hourly charge basis. 

It was announced that this New York installation is the first of sev- 
eral to be opened at IBM offices in major cities. The purpose of these 
centers is to make electronic data processing available to more compa- 
nies and institutions, particularly those which have only limited need 
for the biggest and fastest machines. 


TRANSLATION OF THE RUSSIAN JOURNAL OF EXPERIMENTAL 
AND THEORETICAL PHYSICS. After a survey made to determine what 
Soviet literature in the field of physics was most desired by physicists, 
the American Institute of Physics has undertaken to translate the Rus- 
sian Journal of Experimental and Theoretical Physics, beginning with 
the January 1955 issue. The translations will appear in the bi-monthly 
publication SOVIET PHYSICS- JETP, which is described in a brochure 
available at the offices of the American Institute of Physics, 57 East 
55 Street, New York 22, New York. The first issue is expected to be 
teady for distribution in September, and there will be three issues in 
1955 constituting Volume 1. Then Volume 2 will start with January 
1956 and will contain six issues, Subscriptions are being accepted at 
the rate of $30.00 per year in the United States and Canada and $32.00 
per year elsewhere. Subscriptions for Volume 1 (three issues) are being 
accepted for $15.00 in the United States and Canada and $16.00 else- 
where, Subscriptions for Volume 2, 1956, and subsequent years will be 
accepted on an annual basis to begin with either the January or July is- 
sues, The Editor of SOVIET PHYSICS- JETP will be Robert T. Beyer 
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of Brown University. The brochure announces that the translations wij] 
be ‘‘by physicists, for physicists’’. 


A NEW MEMOIR of the American Mathematical Suciety. Memoir ¢ ]) 
by L. Si Young, entitled ‘‘On generalized surfaces of finite topological] 
types’’, is now available. The Memoir is 63 pages long. The price is 
$1.30. | 

In this Memoir virtually the whole of the existence theory, developed | 
in the thirties by various mathematicians for Plateau’s problem, is now 
extended to very general parametric surface-integral problems of the Cal. 
culus of Variations, both regular and irregular, by methods similar to | 
those of the author’s theory of generalized curves, combined with sys- 
tematic use of the Dirichlet integral. The main assumption made is that | 
the topological types of the admissible surfaces are bounded. In partic. | 
ular, the existence theory for surfaces of the type of the disc is now no 
longer limited to the regular case. |
